Maximum Increase in Public Building 
Appropriation Assured—Conferees 
Will Agree Today. ~ 


Washington, D.'C., March 2.—[Special.]— 
When both houses of congress adjourned 
just before midnight tonight they were stil! 
disagreeing as to the public building bill. 
The conference held during the early part of 
the evening failed to reach an agreement, but 
hater it was understood that the senators 
were prepared to recede, and the first con- 
ferénce tomorrow probably will each an 
agreement on the basis of the full house bill. 

This means that the limit of the cost of 
the Chicago government building will be in- 
creased from $4,000,000, the present figure, 
to $4,790,000. | | 

The omnibus pubHe building bill, as pre- 
pared in the senate, was limited almost en- 
tirely to increases like that for the Chicago 
building, but several amendments for new 
projects were smuggled in, so that the house 
committee knocked out a number of items 
and inserted several others, among the num- 
bet being an addition of $40,000 to the in- 
crease for Chicago, raising the sum from 
$750,000 to $790,000. 

Owing to the peculiar conditions in the 
house, brought about by the persistent demo- 
cratic filibuster, it is necessary on all con- 
ference reports for the house either to accept 
the senate amendments or to stick by its 
own in bulk. Compromises in conference are 
impossible, under the present conditions. 
Therefore the house conferees have felt jus- 
tified in holding out against the senate, and 
tomorrow the senators will surrender, thus 
insuring the maximum increase for the Chi- 
cago public building.

** Whereas, Public interests require that 
the senate should convene in extraordinary 
session; therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, 
président of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim and declare that an extraor- 
dinary oocasion requires the senate of the 
United States to convene at the capitol fn this 
city of Washington on the 5th day of March 
next, at 12 o’clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to act as 
members of that body are hereby required to 
take notice. | 

“Given under my hand and seal of the 
United States at Washington the 2d day of 
March, in the year of our Lord 1908, and of 
the independence of the United States the 
127th. THEODORE ROCBEVELT.

The paragraph is @ sweeping one and bars 
every kind of liquor, as it says: ‘* No intox- 
icating liquor of any character shall be sold 
within the limits of the capitol building of 
the United States.” It remains to be seen 
whether the proprietor of the restaurant 
will be permitted to violate the spirit of the 
law by selling a sandwich and giving away 
a bottle of champagne. 

The governments of France and Spain 
have shown through inquiries to the state 
department that they are disposed to fol- 
low the example set by Great Britain in 
protesting against the consummation of the 
reciprocity treaty between the United States 
and Cuba. It is expected that Germany, 
Russia, and other beet sugar producing na- 
tions will join in this movement. There is a 
confident feeling here that Europe will retal- 
fate against the United States should the 
treaty be ratified on the ground that its ap-

Young and Connery and City Electrician 
Ellicott, who have been investigating the 
subject for a year. The recommendations 
were deferred for future action. | 

With this request with regard to rates was 
another that the company be forced to re- 
duce its toll charges in certain cases and to 
abandon them entirely in others. The coun- 
cil was further advised to increase the com- 
pensation paid by the company from 3 to.5 


per cent. | 
Business Phone for $60. | 
By following the recommendations of the 
committee the rates of the telephone com- 
pany could be adjusted so that a subscriber 
might have a business or residence tele- 
phone and pay but $60 a year for it, providing 
his calls did not exceed 600 during the year.

They 
say there can be no hope of a united confed- 
eration of Balkan states, since jealous com- 
munities can never get along with one an- 
other in the Balkan peninsula. They add 
that it is too large a territory for a confeder- 
ation, and a union would be a menace to Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Russia. They hold that 
the Balkans must be subdivided into a num- 
ber of little countries, each made up as far 
as possible of homogeneous population. 


Sultan Has Some Supporters. 

The sultan does not lack defenders among 
the Magyars, and one informant describes 
the sultan’s subjects as generous and hon- 
est among theniselves, and as the bravest 
of meh.

D.. R. FRANCIS CALLS ON LOUBET. 


Presjgent of St. Louis Bxposition Puts 
n Busy Day at the French 
4 Capital. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 2.—David R. Francis, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis exposition, was present- 
ed to President Loubet at the Elysée this aft- 
ernoon by Henry Vignaud, secretary of the 
American embassy. 

The presentation took place in the grand 
salon of the palace, and after this formality 
the president led the way to his private re- 
ception room, where he and Mr. Francis sat 
down and talked over the affairs relating to 
the St. Louis fair. 

The markedly cordial reception given to 
Mr. Francis is regarded asa prelude to Pres- 
ident Loubet’s acceptance of an invitation 
to visit St. Louis in 1904. 

President Loubet, who received the presi- 
dent of the exposition, spoke of the cordial! re- 
lations existing between the two countries, 
and ‘referred to the peculiar interest that 
France had in the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position. He assured Mr, Francis that the 
French republia would be fittingly repre- 
sented, and spoke of the interest Francé took 
in American affairs. 

This evening Mr. Francis occupied a seat 
in the presidential box at the Grand Opera 
and later attended the grand ball at the 
Elysée, given to the officers of the army and 
navy. 

Mr. Francis called on many officers during 
the day in the interests of the exposition. 
He expects to start for Madrid tomorrow, 

France has appropriated $250,000 for an 
exhibit at St. Louis, and will expend $100,000 
in a building which will bea duplicate of the 
Grand Trianon at Versailles, where Marshal 
Bazaine was tried and where many Na- 
poleonic relics are deposited. Mr. Francis 
hopes to secure for St. Louis some of the 
principal souvenirs of Napoleon I., and is 
also desirous of securing a further appro- 
priation of $200,000 for the French exhibit. 


HEARD MESSAGES FROM ANGELS 


African Explorer Cavendish Tells Eng- 
‘lish Court of Chancery How He 
Lost His Property. ~~

LONDON, March 2.—The Court of Chan- 
cery today heard the evidence in the ex- 
traordinary suit of Henry H. 8. Cavendish 
to have set aside the deed by which Maj. 
Cc. H. Strutt is alleged to have obtained al- 
most complete control of Cavendish's estate. 

Cavendish is a wealthy African explorer, 
who married Isabel Jay, leading actress of 
the Savoy theater, in April last, and whose 
name had been connected with that of Edna 
May previously. . 

Cavendish explained to the court the work- 
ing of the planchette, or writing table, 
through which the spirits are supposed to 
communicate with mortals. He said that 
his experiments culminated in Mrs. Strutt 
writing with the aid of the planchette upon 
an open Bible. 

“I believed the communications were from 
my mother,’’ he said. 

These experiments in spiritualism contin- 
ued daily, being interrupted only long enough 
for meals. Continuing, Cavendish said: 

‘* We also had communications from angels 
and archangels. All sorts of messages came 
from them—prayers, poetry, and stories of 
processions in heaven. Sometimes the an- 
gels made refeverce to business matters. 
Their advice always coincided with that of 
the Strutts.”’ 

Cavendish related these matters with no 
evidence of incredulity upon his solemn face.

Rudolph was 
implicated in the murder, which was com- 
mitted when the detective, in charge of a 
posse, attacked a farmhouse and undertook 
to arrest the two men for the robbery of the 
bank at Union, Mo., early on the morning 
of last Dec. 27.. The proceeds of this rob- 
bery were securities amounting to $110,000 
and cash amounting to $15,000. | 

Schumacher’s widow lives at 1164 West 
Adams street and his brother is Joseph 
Schumacher, superintendent of the Chicago 
department of the Pinkertonagency. Inthe 
disguise of a hunter Mr. Schumacher visited 
the house at Stanton, which was occupied 
by the stepfather and stepmother of Ru- 
dolph, and learned enough to convince him 
of the guilt of Rudolph and his partner, Col- 
lins. who had returned to that neighborhood 
efter some years’ absence and who had dis- | 
played considerable money. | 

Several days later Schumacher’s deputies 
surrounded the house. Schumacher called 
on the men to surrender. Rudolph and Col- 
lins leaped from a window and opened fire. 
Schgmacher fell, fatally shot. 

The desperadoes escaped on horses that 
they took from a farmer of the neighbor- 
hood, threatening him with their revolvers, 
but throwing down $200 in gold to pay for 
the animals, 7 

, Find Clew in Writing. 

Packages of papers were found in the 
house. Most of them were property of the 
robbed bank, but no clew that would lead to 
the detection of the murderers was discov- 
ered until, in a stove that had not been used 
for months, was found a sheet of paper on 
which Collins, who prided himself on his pen- 
manship, had written his name several times 
with the address, Hartford. On the paper 
also appeared the name La Plant. La Plant 
is a brother-in-law of Collins and lives in 
Hartford, Conn. 

The clew furnished was not regarded as im- 
portant at first, as it was known that Col- 
lings and Rudolph had, soon after the rob- 
bery was committed, spent some time in Hot 
Springs. After robbing the bank they went 
to Stanton, hid the greater part of the plun- 
der, and then left for the springs. There the 
detectives found a bath attendant who re- 
membered Collins and Rudolph well and 
who was able to describe tattooed marks on 
the former, the work of a Japanese artist 
when Collins served as a soldier in the Phil- 
ippines. It was learned that Collins had also 
gone by the name of Ladoux, Following 
this clew détectives went to a small village 
near Montreal and there found a Ladoux 
family, who had a son who answered the 
general] description of Collins. It was after- 
wards learned that this Ladoux, whose name 
had stolen, was a sergeant in Collins’ com- 


ny. 
When all these clews failed the detective 
agency at New York received instructions 
to look after the Hartford clew furnished by 
the writing. Two strangers were found to 
be stopping at the La Plant home, and they 
appeared to have much money. The 
strangers answered the descriptions of the 
murderers, and a week ago George Dough- 
erty of the New York agency went to Hart- 
ford to take charge of the case, Collins and 
Rudolph were arrested at the home of the 
La Plant brothers, after a struggle. 

Men Have Bad Records. 

In his home township, in Missouri, Rudolph 
has the worst of reputations. He began a 
life of crime at the age of 16, when, in com- 
pany with an older companion, he entered the 


them, burned the soles of their feet witha 
hot poker until they revealed the hiding place 
of their small store of money. For this crime 
he fied and was not again seen in the neigh- 
berhood until after the bank robbery. 

Collins enlisted in 1898 at Pendleton, Ore., 
in the regular army, and was assigned to 
company M, Thirty-fifth infantry. He 
served in the Philippines. and returned to 
this country a little over a year ago. It was 
thought that he and Rudolph might have | 
fied to the |Philippines, and agents of the 
Pinkertons had instructions to watch all in- 
coming ships at Manila. Collins was im- 
plicated in| burglaries in Kansas, Missouri, 
and Texas, and was arrested last fall at Ga- 
lena, Kas., and placed in jail at Columbus. 
He subsequently escaped from that prison 
after wounding a guard. 

‘‘ This was the first murder of a Pinkerton 
detective since 1876,”’ said Joseph Schumach- . 
er, superintendent of the Chicago agency and 
brother of the murdered man, last night. 
“In 1876 the James and Younger brothers 
killed two of ourmen. This was shortly be- 
fore the Northfield raid, and it was not Iong 
afterward that the outlaws were captured.”

FRENCH OIL REFINERS PRO 


Action of Chamber of Deputies Declared 
to Be in Favorof the American 


Company. 


PARIS, March 2.—The adoption by the 
chamber of deputies on Saturday of the 
principle of a government monopoly of petro- 
leum has brought out a number of energetic 
protests from leading refiners. They agree 
in saying that the American company will 
get the benefit of the depression of the French 
induStry. | 
Mr. Deautsch says the additional tax means 
more profits for the Americans, as the French 
‘industry is rarely able to compete with the 
Americans under the present tax. 

Another leading refiner characterized the 
action taken as giving the Americans the 
open door to France. 

M. Fenaille said the tax practically ex- 
tinguished protection against American pe- 
troleum. 

Consul General Gowdy’s records show that 
petroleum is the third largest American im- 
port to France, coming next to cotton and 
copper, and aggregating in value last year 
$7,463,000. 


RELIGIOUS STRIFE IN GERMANY. 


Archbishop Whose Recent Edict Threat- 
ens State Schools Likely to Be Re- 
called by Vatican.

BERLIN, March 2.—The spirit of religious 
strife known formerly by the name of the 
kulturkampf has again broken out in Ger- 
many. The immediate cause is the recent 
edict by the archbishop of Trier threatening 
the parents of Catholic children-who attend 
the state school for girls with ecciésiastical 
penalties. 
In the Prussian diet today Chancellor von 
Biilow said, in reply to a question, that the 
edict was Hable to disturb public peace in 
matters of belief. He added that the govern- 
ment confidently expected the immediate re- 
call of Archbishop Korum. To this end he 
had instructed the German representative 
at the vatican to impress the importance of 
the incident upon the pope.

From the office he went to a well known 
liquor store and bought the now famous 
bottle of cocktails. A domestic at the house 
has informed the authorities that Burdick 
brought the bottle home ‘and plaéed it in 
the sideboard. No one at the house has seen 
it since. The bottle found in the den after 
the murder contained some of the brand of 
cocktails purchaged by Burdick. The bottle 
.was not, however, the one carried home 
by Burdick. What became of.the larger bot- 
tie? The police profess to believe that a 
correct answer to this question will lead to an 
arrest. 

Mrs. Burdick Questioned. —~ 

The district attorney’s office was the scene 
of the greatest.activity again today. Early 
in the day Mrs. Burdick, the widow of the 
murdered ‘man, and her mother, Mrs. Hull, 
who was the first person to discover the body 
last Friday morning, were summoned. They 
remained in the office for over two hours. 
The two women were,questioned separately. 
What information, any, was obtained is 
not known. 

Another unknown woman figured in the in- 
quiry today. She was well dressed and ap- 
parently a woman of refinement, and came 
to the police station in a closed carriage. 
She was one of the women intimately ac- 
quainted with the Burdick family, whom the 
authorities hoped might be. able to tell some- 
thing that would assist in em eto the 
tangled threads...

THE STANDARD OIL. STORY. 


' Miss Ida M. Tarbell contributes to the 


March number of McClure’s Magazine 
gnother installment of her interesting story 
_of the Standard Oil trust, and prefaces it, 
‘Kipling fashion; with this sentiment from 
an address on trusts delivered to the stu- 
dents of Brown university by J. D. Rocke- 
“feller Jr.: “The American beauty rose can 
be produced in its splendor and fragrance 
only by sacrificing the early buds which 
grew up around it.” Chapter five tells how 
the early refining, and producing, and ship- 
ping ** buds ” were sacrificed to produce the 
Standard Oil] trust*“ in its splendor and 
fragrance.” If is an interesting chapter. 
It begins with the new campaign of Mr. 
Rockefeller after the breaking up of the 
Refiners’ association and cleses with the 
Organization of the trust, standing alone, 
Gomtrolling everything in' sight, every bud 
sacrificed, “all its lovely companions faded 
ond gone.” 

+,Wihen the Refigers’ ‘association broke up 
in 1873 Mr. Rockefeller bent all his ener- 
_. gies to get control of the refineries around 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Pittsburg, 
and “on the creek.” For the third time 
he attempted to concentrate the refining 
interests and the third time did not fail. 
He made allies of the railroad men, and 
five of the leading dnes became Standard 
stockholders. He secured with their aid 
a conference looking to the adjustment of 
oil rates. Out of it came the Rutter agree- 
ment, which proposed to equalize oil rates 
from all points to the seaboard. While it 
Was true that every one shared equally 
under it, the oil regions found their rate 
raised one-third while Cleveland’s rate re- 
mained the same. , The nearest points +o 
the seaboard were raised up to the rates 


‘of the farthest. The oil*region protested 


against this kind of equalization. The rail- 
roads would not give in. Mr. Kockefeiier 


Bimself had nothing to do with the agree 


ment, but the cat had pulled his chestnuts 
out of the fire. He made use of the agree- 
ment to accomplish the shrewdest move of 
hie life. 

In 1874 he wrote to Mr. Warden of Phil- 
adelphia and to Mr. Lockhart of Pittsburg, 
former associates of his, to meet Mr. Flag- 
Jer and himself at Saratoga. After some 
hesitation they did so. He made them the 
following proposition: “ Let us become the 
nucleus of a private company which grad- 
ually shall acquire control of all refineries 


. everywhere, become the only oil shippers, 


and consequently the master of the rail- 


“roads in the matter of freight rates.”” When 
* the conference was over Warden and Lock- 
“hart had agreed to transfer their refineries 


to the Standard Oil company of Cleveland, 
taking stock: in exchange. Then the work 
of absorption began in eapnest. A few 
months later the Pratt works in New York 
City were bought, and to meet these pur- 
éhases the stock of the Standard Oil com- 


pany was increased to $3,500,000. The 


“echeme was not launched openly in the oil 


‘region, but under the disguise of an organ- 


ization of refiners, called the Central asso- 


._ Giation, of which Mr. Rockefeller was pres- 
“¥dent. ‘The offer was attractive. The refin- 
ers were invited to lease their plants to the 


association. They could do their own man- 


ufacturing, but the Rockefeller company 


was to have authority to make all pur- 
chases of crude oil and sales of refined, to 
decide how much each refinery should man- 
nfacture, and to negotiate for all freight 
and pipe line expenses. The oil region was

Walter Del Mar left London in January, 

1899, and made hig way around the world 

via Singapore, Hongkong, and Japan, where 

he spent three months; thence to Honolulu 
for a short stay, and across the United 

States and back to London, arriving at the 

latter place in September of the same year. 

A record of his hurried trip is given in an 

interesting volumes ‘“ Around the World 

Through Japan ” (the Macmillan company). 

His story ig one of detail throughout. He 
seems to regard the reader as he would an 
intimate friend who contemplates a journey 
over his route. Hotels and modes of trans- 
portation, their defects and advantages, are 
described with unnecessary minuteness, and 
he is good enough to set down a list of gar- 
ments and afticles of necessity and luxury

WINTER WHEAT IN GOOD STATE. 


Government Report for Month of Feb- 
ruary Shows Encouraging Condition 
of Growing Crops. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—[ Special. 
In its monthly crop report the pranrner bu- 
reau says officially: | 

With the excessive precipitation ne the 


| low average temperature in the southern 


states the month has not been favorable for 
farming operations in that section, but with 
lighter precipitation and only a slightly 
deficient temperature the Ohio and upper 
Mississippi valleys experienced more favor- 
able conditions. California the first part of 


ter part was more favorable. 

Winter wheat was well protected with a 
snow covering during the severe weather 
from the 15th to the 19th, and reports at the 
close of the month indicated the crop is in 
a satisfactory condition. In portions of Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Indiana, and Kentucky, how- 
ever, the crop sustained some injury from 
alternate freezing and thawing, while the 
lowlands have suffered to some extent from 
overfiows in the lower Ohio valley. 

The telegraphic summaries for states in 
the Chicago territory are as follows: 
Illinois—The condition of wheat in the cen- 
tral portion is even and promising. The fields 
were well covered with snow during the 
rigorous weather and ‘no injury ensued; in 
the southern district reports are not so sat- 
isfactory,. the condition ranging from the 
critical stage to fine, but conservatively the 
crop’s condition may be stated as fair. 
Missouri—Except in a few northwestern 
and some southern counties, wheat was well 
protected by snow during the coldest 
weather, and while some further damage has 
resulted from alternate thawing and freez- 
ing, the crop generally is reported in fair to 
good condition. The peach buds are prac- 
tically all killed except in a few sou thern 
counties. 

Indiana—In the north. -portion the 
has been covered with snow rfearly all winter. 
In the central and southern portions there 
was good snow protection during the most 
severely cold weather. The wheat crop as 
a whole is in fine condition, except in Lake, 
Randolph, and a few southern counties, and 
damage by inundation in the river bottoms 
is reported. 

Ohjo—Whegt was well protected by snow 
during the cold weather and no injury from 
alternate freezing and thawing is reported. 
The plants are now in good condition. There 
was no snow on the ground at the end of 
the month. Fruit buds show no injury: 
Stock is in good condition. 
Michigan—Winter wheat was well pro- 
tected by snow since the 2d, especially dur- 
ing the severe cold wave from the 16th to 
the 19th. Correspondents seaneaiie report 
the present condition promising. 
Kansas—Wheat was well covered by snow 
during the cold week and is generally in good 
condition and doing well, The ground is too 


‘wet for plowing. Oat sowing will be delayed 


in the south. Some corn in the south is in- 
jured by wet weather. Peach buds are re- 
ported killed in central counties. 

Nebraska—An excess of precipitation has 
been general in February, but the ground 
has been covered with snow during the 
greater portion of the month.
